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The Eclipse Seen at Mount Hamilton and 
Elsewhere. 


L I C K OBSERVATORY (Mount Ham 
ilton), March 10.—The total eclipse 
of the moon, which occurred 
this 
evening, was observed at the Lick 
Observatory under somewhat unfav­ 
orable circumstances,, the . sky being 
obscured during the entire time by a 
thin haze. 


The moon was obscured by one- 
half the earth's shadow when it ap­ 
peared at 6 h. o m. Pacific standard 
time. 
Totality began at 5 h. 51 m. 
55 s., and lasted until 8 h. 27 in. 30 s. 


The moon left the earth's 
shadow 
at 9 h. 52 m. 20 s. 
The moon's 
disk was visible at all times, being 
conspicuous a greater portion of the 
totality. The coldr of the unobscured 
portion of the disk varied from yel- 
lqw to a light coppery hue. The 
times at which the edge of the shad 
ow passed across some of the promi­ 
nent- craters were noted, and the 
times of occulation of several small 
stars were observed.

Professor Hough photographed the 
lunar disk in partial eclipse, and later 
secured six photographs at various 
points of contact.

After the first half hour the sky

OPENING OF STREETS. 


At the present time one of the 
most important projects to be under­ 
taken by the Board of Trustees is the 
opening of the public 
streets in 
Berkeley. 
By this it is meant not 
only to continue all of the main 
streets out to the line of the water 
front but to open out the breaks 
which occur in many places. The 
first proposition wants the first atten­ 
tion. 
Already a move has been 
made in this direction and Bancroft 


wav 
is the avenue upon which the 
trial will be made. 
As soon as that 
has been accomplished others will 
tollow. 
The way being made easy 


by previous knowledge there will be 
but little work to perform 
afterwards 
to make free ingress from the water 
to all parts of the town. 


The 
second proposition is also an 
actual necessity and the object oi 
making all of the main streets con 
tinuous at the present time is for the 
reason that real estate never will be 
cheaper than at present. 
As it takes 
considerable time to accomplish a 
matter of_ this kind it would be well 
to make a commencement. 


It may be possible that the pres­ 
ent Board would prefer to have this 
matter 
commenced 
by the new 
Board, which will come into power 
in about two months 
from now. 
Anyhow, it is a matter that should be 
talked of and considered, so that the 


new 
power may be ready to take 
hold of it as soon as its term of 
office commences, or push it ahead if 
the present Board sees fit to make a 
start in the premises. 
As matters 
stand now there are but very few 
streets continuous either lengthwise 
or across the town. 
It will certainly 
improve the value of property upon 
every street that is opened.' One 
will find that real estate 
will not 
bring more than one-half the price 
upon a street that is shut up, even 


for one block, compared with a street 
where the opening is clear^from one 
part of the town to the other. 


Many object to doing any work 
whatever on the streets at the pres­ 
ent time on account of the expense 
which has to be incurred in d^ing 
the necessary printing to conform to 
the law. 
If not sooner, after the 


new 
Board is elected and has taken 
hold of the reins of government, 
property owners will not likely be 
forced to pay the onerous tax that 


now 
exists. 


There is another unfortunate mat­ 
ter connected with the original streets 


of 
Berkeley, and that is there not 
being laid out at right angles, and in 
some places where streets have been 
continued they do not butt on to 
each other in a straight line. 
This 
will probably always be an eye-sore. 
In some places it may be possible to 
correct this, and wherever it can be 
done the matter should be attended 


to. 


As 
there are irnprovement dubs 


now 
formed in various parts of the 
town, it would be a good idea for the 
members to take these matters up 


for discussion, andjjjjl^this way the 
public will' get much 
information 
that could hardly be obtained other­ 
wise.
